26 I cincussed the matter today with Mr. Edgar Campbell who is 
in charge of the War Records Division at Archives. Mr. Campbell in- 
formed me thnt there had been no clear decision regerding the need of 
ruppiementul authority to cover disposition of CIG and CIA records when 
the criginal authority was given to SSD. He stated that Archives would 
not ebfect to disposition of CIA records under the previous &SU authority 
cut indicntec that there was a possibility that lack of authorization 
might be uncovered in the event of an inquiry. Mr. was aodvised 25X1A 
of tnie conversation, und, in conjunction with Mr. HM, he will o5X1A 
present an onplication for the disposition of CIG and CIA records in 
confernnmnee with the esteblished procedure of filing an ayplication wiich 
will then be crerented to Congress for avproval. Mr. Campbell will pro- 
cess the avnlicztion in the meantime and have it ready for immediate sub- 
misecion to Con-ress when it convenes in January. 


Be Mr, Campbell indicated that a microfilm record was acceptable 
in lieu cf paper, but he suggested that it might be advisable to hold 
ar. informal conference with the appropriate person in this Agency (pre- 
bebly lr. Mim) prior to filming in order that the proper sequence and 
nesersary order could be preserved for the use of the Archivist. If 
determines it is necessary to submit th final record copies 
to Archives, he will confer with Mr. Campbell to\ filming. 
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
